EXPECTED DELAY STOPPED © 
BY MOTION 10 RECONSIDER 


After Long Drawn Out Meeting, At- 
lanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany Gets Franchise with 
Many Amendments 
Tackéd On. 


Competition in electric light and power 
won a signal victory yesterday afternoon 
when the city council adopted, with gsev- 
eral added amendments, a franchise askea 
for by the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company. 

The final vote was unanimous—made so 
by the action of Councilman Barrett, who 
changed his vote at the last minute in or- 
der that he might give notice of a re- 
consideration at the next regular meeting 
of council. This action holds up the 
franchise for twq weeks, when the motion 
to reconsider ll be heard and actet 
upon. 

Had jt not been for Councilman Bar- 
rett’s notice, the franchise would have 
gone to the aldermanic board at its meet- 
ing next Thursday. As adopted, the fran- 
chise is for a term of twenty-one years. 

It was throevgh the championship at 
- Alderman Pierce, a member of the electric 
light committee, who had on Monday cast 
his vote for postponement, that the pas- 
gage of the franchise at yesterday's meet- 
-ing was due. As soon as council met ana 
disposed of a number of matters of minor 
routins importance. he made a motion to 
réconsider the action of the previous day. 

Coming at a time when the public had 
made up its mind that the fragchise was 
doomed to further and indefinite delay, 
the victory came as a sudden and com- 
plete .suaprise. pa 

Barly in the day the. great interest of 
the publi¢ was made manifest. ANerman 
Pierce was calied up repeatedly’ over the 
.telephone by various parties who wanted 
to know the reason for the delay of 
Monday. Himself avowedly in favor ot 
competition, it did not take him iong to 
see that the public could see no logical 
reason for delay. He found out that mem- 
bers of council had had amp!e opportu- 
nity to fead and become famifiar with 
the ordinance, and he decided; if possible, 
to bring it to an immediate test. 

In every way the meeting was one of the 
most remarkable ones ever held fn thie 
city of Atlanta. The session lasted from 
4 o'clock in the afternoon until 9 o’clock 
at night. During that time the franchise 
occupied attention to the practical exclu- 
sidén of:all other subjects. Debate on the 
seven amendments to the original fran- 
chise was long and stubborn and every 
point was bitterly contested. 

It seems probable that the Atlanta Rail- 
way and Power Company will accept the 
franchise as amended and adopted at yes- 
terday’s meeting. On this point, however, 
the officers of the company refuse to com- 
mit themselves until they have had an 
opportunity to read and carefully consider 
the amendments. 

As the matéier now stands, the franchise 
will have to be held over until the next 
regular meeting wf council, when Council- 
man Barrett’s motion to reconsider Will be 
heard. As stated, Councilman Barrett 
originally voted ‘“‘no.”’ Later, when the 
result. was apnounced, he stated that he 
wished to change his vote to “yes,’’ stat- 


ing that he had voted under a misappre-’ 


hension. After changing his vote he gave 
notice of a motion to reconsider, stating 
that he wanted to introduce some addi- 
tional amendments. 

This leaves Councilman Barrett the sole 
member of council unwilling to grant im- 
mediate comp@tition under the existing 
conditions. — ’ 

Great Interest Manifested. 

The interest. in yesterday's meeting was 
intense and rwhen council was called to 
order the-room was crowded with specta- 
tors. H. M. Atkinson, C. J. Simmons, 
Morris Brandon, J: J. Spalding and 
Charles Hopkins were conspicuous among 
those present. During the proceedings 
Mr. Atkinson moved about the room and 
held frequent whispered conversations 
with various members of council. Ernest 
Woodruff, Litt Bloodworth, Oscar Turner 
and others representing the Atlanta Ralil- 
way and Power Company, were equally 
interested. 

Pierce Moves a Recons deration. 

Shortly after council met yesterday af- 
ternoon at 4 o'clock, Alderman Pierce sald 
he moved a reconsideration of council's 
action on Monday in postponing for two 
weeks the electric lighting franchise. A!- 
derman Kilpatrick seconded that motion. 
Alderman Pierce stated he was one of 
those who had ‘voted to postpone ‘action. 
He said .that a number of people had call- 
ed him up over the telephone during the 
morning asking about the matter and 
_ wanting to know why the franchise had 
not been granted. 

Councilman Hill said he did not want to 
kill the franchise, and had only voted to 
postpone action t' aliow him an oppor- 
tunity to submit several amendments. He 
stated he had voted for postponement that 
no one could say he had not had sufficient 
time in which to fully consider the fran- 
chise. Mr. Hill said there should be no 
recons:deration, as council had .not-had. 
an opportunity to cénsider the frariéhise.

TEXT OF ELECTRIC: LIGHT FRANCHISE 
AMENDED AND ADOPTED BY COUNCIL 


The following is the text of the franchise adopted by council last night to be granted the Atlanta Railway anda 
Power Company for an electric lighting and power company. The amendments which were adopted have been incor- 
porated so that the franchise as presented herewith is that agreed upon by counci! after a session lasting from 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon until ¥ o'clock last night. The most important amendments were those by Alderman La- 
Hatte, providing that the company could not sell out before it had constructed and operated its plant, and then only 
by ordinance of council, and the amendment introduced by Councilman Hill providing that the company’s president 
and secretary, authorized by its board of directdrs, shal! sign the acceptance, agreeing to all the terms of the grant. 
The franchise is as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., January 2!', 190!.—By the Committee on Electric Light, Telegraph and Telephones—An ordinance, granting per- 
mission to the Atlanta Railway and Power Company to use the streets, alleys and public places, within the inner fire limits of the 
city of Atlanta, for the purpose of laying underground condults, wires, ducts, etc., and to use the streets, alleys and public places 
without the inner fire limits for the erection of poles and stringing of wires thereon, for supplying electricity for heat, light agd pow- 
er, and regulating the same. ; . 

Section |. The mayor and general counci] of the city of Atlanta do. ordain that the right and franchise is hereby granted to 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, its successors and assigns, to: open the streets, avenues, alleys and public places, or 
such of them as it may from time to time deem necessary’ dr: proper, within the close or inner district. of the fire limits of the 
city of Atlanta, and to ‘lay, maintain and use therein conduits, ducts, wires, conductors, cables, insulators, man-holes and ail 
necessary appliances and connections, and to use streets, alleys and public places as from time to time it may deem proper or nec- 
essary without the present fire limits, for the erection of poles and the stringing of wires, cables, insulators, and all necessary appli- 
ances or connections for the business and purpose of conveying, using, conducting, supplying and distributing ‘electricity for light, 
heat or power, for public or private use, for and during the term of twenty-one years, from and after the dato of the approval of this 
ordinance by the mayor of this city. 

Sec. 2. This right and franchise is granted, however, only upon the following conditions: 

|, Before any street, alley or public place is broken, or any work done in pursuance of this ordinance, at any time, the said 
company, its successors or assigns, shall notify the hoard of electrical control or the city electrician, naming the streets and al- 
leys they desire to use immediately, and shall furnish to seta, officers detailed drawings gnd specifications of the same. 

2. The material used in executing said work and the actual loeatton and execution~of th® work*to be done “under the super- 
Visiom of the. board -of ‘electrical controh:and the city engineer and subject to their appoved. Provided thats the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company shall use, as far as possible, the poles that are now in the strreets and whenever deemed advisable by the 
board of electrical control the company will be required to remove or change the location of its poles,.and: further, must consent 
to the use of its poles by other companies, and must consent to use the poles of other companies; provided that in all cases the 
company owning the poles be paid réasonabte compensation. 

3. That all pavements, sidewalks, curbstones, streets, alleys or public places, or any portion of either, disturbed or displaced in 
laying, altering or repairing any such subways, conduits or connections or in any other manner, ‘by the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, shall be restored, replated or repairetl by the commissioner of public wofks at the expense of said Atlanta ‘Rail- 
way and Power Company, 

4. That the said Atlanta Railway and Power Company, its successors or assigns, shall fully protect, indemnify and save harm- 
less the city of Atlanta of and from all damage to water mains and sewers, and of and from all damage to persons or property 
caused by the opening of trenches or manholes or erection of poles or other works incidental to the construction and operation of 
the franchises herein granted, or conditions of streets, alleys or public places, resulting from the laying of conduits, ducts, tubes 
or making connections or other disturbances of the streets, avenues, alleys or publie places, for which the city of Atlagta would 
otherwise be liable or on account of which judgment may be rendered against said city of Atlanta, and before entering upon any 
such ‘work shall give bond to this end, with good and solvent security or securities, to be approved by the mayor of said city, 
in the sum of $25,000, and give other and additional bond and security from time to time when required by the mayor and general 
council. 

5. Said company, its successors or assigns, shall further, in laying, establishing, maintaining and using their system of un- 
derground conduits or over-head constructions, and in conducting the business of electric lighting, heating and power in the city of 
Atlanta, submit and be subject to all laws, ordinances, reasonable rules and regulations of the city of Atlanta, or its departments, 
which have heretofore been or which may hereafter be enacted, ordained or adopted by the mayor and general council upon the sub- 
ject. of underground conduits, ducts, * wires, man-holes and poles and over-head wires, or the regulation or control thereof, and 
to all conditions that may be thereby imposed upon this branch of the business of said company, its successors or assigns, as to reg- 
ulation and control. 

6. The said Atlanta Rallway and Power Company shall, within ten days from the approval of this ordinance, make and file 
with the mayor a-bond, in addition to the cne already named, in the sum of $40,000. with good and solyent security, to be approved 
by the mayor, as a guarantee of the erection-and putting in operation of its electric light plant, tubes, conduits, ducts, wires, con- 
ductors, cables, insulators and man-hoijes, beginning within sixty days after the approval of this ordimance, and carrying same to 
completion within’‘twelve months after the said approval, along and in the following described limits on streets named as follows: 
Decatur street ‘from: Piedmont avenue to. Peachtree street; Marietta*street from Peachtree street to Spring street; Peachtree street 
from Wall stfeéet to Ellis street; Whitehal! street» from Wall street to Trinity avenue; North and South Broad streets for their. en- 
tire léngth; Pryor street from Peachtree street to Mitchell street; Forsyth street from Trinity avenue to Walton street; Edgewood ave- 
nie from Peachtree street to Courtland street—the said bond in the sum of $40,000 to be payable to and recoverable by the city 
of’ Atlanta as liquidated damages against the said Atlanta Railway and Power Company, its successors and assigns, in case of 
fatlure to so-construct and complete its system within the above described limits within the time named. 

7. The right is hereby expressly ‘reserved in favor of the city of Atlanta as agaiust the Atlanta Ratilway and Power Company, 
its successors and assigns, for’the city of Atlanta to require and enforce the payment of a percentage of not less than two (2) per 
centum, nor more than’five (5) per centum annually during the terms of these grants, of the gross receipts of said company, its 
successors and assigns, from this branch of its business into the treasury of the said city for the city’s use in partial payment 
and compensation for this‘ grant, which payment from gross receipts shall be in addition to all taxes and assessments which may 
then be required of said company, its seccessors or assigns, the collection of such percentage to be regulated by ordinances passed 
by the mayor and general council from time to time, provided this percentage shall not be required of this company, its successors 
or assigns, until such time as the same percentage shall be required and collectible from all other persons, firms or corpora- 
tions doing the same kind of.bysiness in the city of Atlanta, except in the case of the consolidation of this company, its suc- 
cessors or assigns, with any. other electric lighting, heating and power company, whereby competition is lessened, when said per- 
centage shail be immediately required und collectible from said company, its successors and assigns. 

, 8. The city’ of Atlanta further shall have the right, from time to time, or at any time the mayor and general council may 
deem necessary -or proper, to require .the satd company, its successors or assigns, to take down and remove all or any part of its 
poles, wires and overhead construction and place the said wires under the ground, under such conditions as said mayor and general 
council may require, and said company, its successors and assigns shall furnish ‘to the city on demand one duct for municipal pur- 
poses, free, of those laid within the inner fire limits, following the passage of this ordinance, or of those that may be hereafter 
laid without said/limits as herein just provided, The city reserves the rmght to string wires along the poles erected and used by 
said Atlanta Railway and Power Company, And the city reserves the further right and power to grant the privileges to other 
or similar companies or enterprises to string wirés along the poles erected under this grant by the Atlanta Rattway and Power 
Company, provided that such other or similar companies or enterprises shall pay adequate compensation to the Atlanta’ Railway 
and Power. Company: for the use of said poles. The wires so strung by the city shall be for munictpal purposes, except municipal 
lighting, and there shall be no charge by said company for the use of said poles by the city. Said city further reserves the 
right to change the location of conduits, poles, man-holes and all electrical construction herein provided for so as to. permit 
other or similar enterprises or companies or the city to use the streets of the city for the same or I'ke purposes; provided, that 


; where ‘such changes’ are made or ordered on application of any other or similar enterprises or companies, such applicants shall 


pay all expenses attending such changes. 

9. Said Atlanta Railway and Power Company: shall file a written acceptance with the mayor of this city within ten days from 
the approval of this ordinance, and shall also waive.any claim of right it may have under its charter or the state laws to open the 
streets, alleys or public places in the city of Atlanta for the purpose of laying pipes, conduits, poles, or other means of distributing 
electricity for light, heat or power except with the consent of the city of Atlanta; said acceptance shall, before being filed, be signed 
by the president and secretary of the company and authorized by its hoard of directors, and shall contain express agreement and as- 
sent to all the terms, provisions and conditions of this grant. -On failure to file such an acceptance the grants herein contained shall 
be void. cj ; 

10. The said Atlanta Railway and Power Company shall each year return to said city for taxation gill the assets, real and 
personal, owned and used Ly it in the construction and -operation cf said electric privileges, and the other franchises herein granted, 
all of which property shall be assessed ahd taxed by the city of Atlanta as other property Is taxed by sald city. 

Sec. 3. Be it further ordained by the authority aforesaid, that all ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict with 
ordinance be and the same'are hereby repealed. ‘ 

ii, This franchise is granted upon the further condition that the fact that !t Is made to the Atlanta Rallway and Power Com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, shall not be construed so as to authorize the sale, assignment or transfer of the franchise or any part 
of it in advance of the construction and completion of the proposed system of underground condutts heretofore designated tn section 6, 
and the operation of same as competitive lighting and heating system by said company, nor at any time whatever without first ob- 
taining the consent by ordinance of the mayor and general council of the city of Atlanta to such sale, assignment or transfer.

Walker's 
remains were buried at New River 
church this afternoon, the funeral be- 
ing attended by hundreds of friends and 
relatives of the murdered man. Walker, 
although born in poverty and obscurity, 
with no education, having never learned 
tc read and write, had acquired a hand- 
some fortune, and was at one time 
probably the wealthiest farmer in this 
section of the state.

SAY WRIGHT STRUCK PHINIZY 


Former States That Latter’s Card in 
The Constitution Was Inaccu-~- 
rate—Later Developments.

Phinizy for his insult, after giving him ample 
opportunity to alopogize, by a blow in the face, 
and having notified him immediately after- 
wards that I was entirely at his service for 
any redress he might seek, I leave the matter 
at that point. é,

who saw the entire occurrence. If the public 
can have any further interest in the matter, 
these disinterested witnesses can furnish the 
facts more properly, perhaps, than either of 
the principals.

Mr. Verdery’s Card. 

Mr. James P. Verdery was an eye 
witness to the difficulty and the fol- 
lowing card from him will show how he 
saw the facts in the case: 

I was present at the difficulty between Mr. 
Bowdre Phinizy and Mr. Boykin Wright last 
Friday evening at the Commercial Club. I 
was sitting in the left hand parlor and Mr. 
Wright and Mr. Phinizy were engaged nearby 
in the adjoining hall in conversation. Among 
other things I heard Mr. Wright say: ‘Did 
you intend to apply your remarks to me per- 
sonally?’’ or words to that effect. Mr. Phinizy 
said that he had nothing further to say. Mr. 
Wright insisted that he should apologize or 
withdraw his. offensive remarks at once. 

Mr. Phinizy declined, whereupon Mr. Wright 
struck Mr. Phinizy in the face. Mr. D’Antig- 
nac, who was standing near me leaning against 
the table, sprang at Mr. Phinizy and caught 
him. I followed, and got between Mr. Wright 
and Mr. Phinizy. The commotion caused sev- 
eral gentlemen who were in the right-hand 
parior to rush up to where we were. 

Mr. Wright then said: ‘I have resented the 
insult and am ready to give him (Mr. Phinizy) 
any satisfaction he may wish at any time or 
place. Mr. Phinizy then requested Mr. Wright 
to meet him in the street in front of ‘the club. 
Mr. Wright started, but all present protested 
that there should not be any further difficulty. 
I accompanied Mr. Wright to the street in 
front of the club, where we stood for some 
little time. Mr. Wright asked if he had waited 
long enough, when those near me said ‘‘yes’’ 
and insisted on his not waiting any longer, 
but to go home. Mr. Wright and Mr. Phinizy 
did not clinch; only the one blow was passed. 
Immediately after Mr. Wright and Mr. Phin- 
izy were separated Mr. Wright apologized to 
the superintendent and to the members of 
the club who were present that he should have 
precipitated any trouble in the clubhouse, but 
said he felt that he was- obliged to resent the 
insult, 

The statement in The Chronicle on Sunday 
is substantially accurate, with the exception 
that Mr. Wright did not shatter Mr. Phinizy’s 
glasses. They fell to the floor and were prob- 
ably crushed by some one stepping on them.

Mr. Wright undoubtedly struck the blow

day, February 24. 

I desire to further state that my meeting 
with Mr. Wright was purely accidental. I 
was already in the club before either of the

Mr. Wright had not mentioned the matter 
to me. The altercation and blow were as 
much a surprise to me as to anyone else. Mr.

Peeler Four Mile Extension Bill Read 
in the Senate. 


WARM DISCUSSION ENSUES 


Sale of Liquor in the State Is Made 
Less Probable by Bill. 


PRACTICAL PROHIBITION AT MANY POINTS 


Knoxville, Chattamooga, Nashville, 
Memphis, Columbia and Few 
More Towns Not Affected. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 5.—(Special.) 
The senats today considered the Peeler 
four-mile extension bill. This measure is 
of great interest to all towns with a pop- 
ulation of 5,009 or under, as it extends to 
therm the provisions of the law which 
forbid the sale of liquor within four miles 
of any institution of learning, except in 
incorporated towns. Two years ago the 
legislature extended this law to apply to 
towns of 2,000 or under, incorporated after 
the passage of the act. The Peeler Dill 
makes the same extension to tcewns of 
5,000. It further provides that any town 
can repeal its charter so as to hring it 
under the provisions of this measure, by 
a majority vote of the citizens. This vir- 
tually amounts tc loca] option ‘n all the 
small towns in the state. If the bill 
becomes a law, the sale of liquor may be 
restricted in Tennessee to Knoxville, 
Chattanooga, Nashville, Clarksville, 
lumbia, Memphis and Jackson. The Dill 
was discussed at great length, and a vote 
will be taken tomorrow. 

The house adopted a joint reso- 
lution inviting ex-Senator David B. 
Hill, of New York, to deliver an ad- 
dress (before the general assembly 
during his southern trip. 

The bill to reveal the law providing for 
the appointment by the governor of three 
election commissioners in each county 
was tabled. 

The bili to make members, officers and 
stockholders of corvorations liable for 
claims unless the word ‘“‘incorporated’’ is 
tsed on advertising, etc., was 
passed. 

Other measures pessed by the house 
were the senate bill to permit acquisition 
ty the federal government of the site for 
a soldiers’ home at Johnson City, and the 
mii to repeal the Kinney law preventing 
ragistrates trying criminal cases while 
grand juries are in session. 

Bills were intreduced to prohibit the 
sale or giving away of morphire and all 
mixtures and compounds containing the 
active principles or prceperties of mor- 
rhine; to frrnish ¢heriffs with blood- 
hounds for the purpose of tracking crim- 
inals; to require all dealers in seed to 
label packages of seed properiy; to re- 
quire stamping by life insurance com- 
panies on continuous payment policy of 
statement that payments are not limited 
to a given number of yeans; by fraternal 


signs,

THREE SESSIONS EACH DAY. 


Alabama Legislature Is Now Kept 
Hard at Work. 
Montgomery, Ala., February 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Three sessions of the house are now 
being held daily, the morning session be- 
ing devoted to the consideration of gen- 
eral bills. The most important meas- 
ure disposed of by that body this morn- 
ing ‘was a bill which sought to materially 
amend the jury system by providing that 
no jury trial be had in civil cases ex- 
cept when demanded. Mr. Clark. of Mo- 
bile. championed the measure. He said it 
meant simply that a jury could be dis- 
pensed with when both the plaintiff and 
defendant agreed, and that such a law 
would save a quantity of money to the 
state and county treasuries. No member 
anade a fight against the bill, but most 
of the members excused their counties 
from its provisions, and as passed the 
law only applies to Mobile and a few 
other counties. Mr. Doster’s bill, to pro- 
hibit the sale of opium and morphine in 
the state except under special restric- 
tions. was defeated in the house. The 
bill proposing to make the members of 
the railroad commission a state board of

Augusta, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—

the streets occupied by its tracks, has 
been settled by compromise.

TO BE RID OF CARNEGIE 
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lnterests to Morgan and 
Associates, 
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OBJECT OF GREAT DEAL 


JO PREVENT STEEL WAR 


Believed That Morgan end Asso- 
clates Had To Put Up $85,000,- 
“00 To Secure Control, 
Carnegie Still Owns 
Big Share. 


New York, February 5.—Nezgotlations for 

the sale of Andrew Carnegie’s controlling 
interest in the stock of the Carnegie com- 
pany were -rcusht to a successful con- 
clusion on Monday, J. Pierpont Morgan 
and his associates being the purchasers. 
The terms of the transaction cannot at 
this time be announced, but the transac- 
tion is a colossal one, rivaling the recert 
change of control of the Southern Pacific 
when that property passed into the hands 
of Union Pacific interests. Mr. ,.Carnegis 
held nearly 54 per cent of the $160,000,000 
of the Carnegie company. The stock has 
not been listed on any stock exchange, 
but $1,500 was recently paid for a $1,900 
share in the Carnegie company. 
' Assuming that Mr, Carnegie has dis- 
posec of his holdings at par, he will re- 
celve fully $85,000,000 for his interest, while 
at the same time he will retain his 53 or 
4 per cent interest in the $160,000,009 bond 
issue of the Carnegie company. ‘The ob- 
ject aimed at by Mr. Morgan and the in- 
terests allied with him when treating with 
Mr. Carnegie was the assurance of an 
enduring peace in the steel industry of 
the Unitei States, and this condition is 
now believed to have been obtained. 

President Schwab, of the Carnegie Steel 
Company, came from Pittsburg today and 
had a conference this morning at Mr. 
Carnegie’s house. 

Mr. Carnegie is anxious to retire from 
active business. 
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Two Important Amendments Are 

Reported by Senator Platt. 
_ Washington, February &—Senator Platt, 
of Connecticut, today reported from the 
commitiee on finance two important 
ameniments to the war rerenue reduction 
bill. One reported as a new section reads 
as follows: 


ve “That on and after July 1,’ 1901, the tax 
». @m cigars weighing not mere than three

The other amendment is to be inserted 
as a provision at the end of the second 
paragraph of schedule A of the law. It 
is‘as follows: 

‘That no bill, memorandum, agreement 
or other evidence of such sale or agree- 
ment of sale or agreement to séll, in case 
of products or merchandise actually ce- 
livered to, and while in vessel, boat or 
ear, and actually in courge of transporta- 
tion, shall be subject to this tax, pro- 
vided that such memorandum or agre:;- 
ment shall be accompanied bv bills of 
lading or vouchers showing that the said 
products are actually in course of trans- 
portation as aforesa‘d.’’ 


FAMILY DYING; MAN DRUNE. 


John Fox in Stupor, While Wife 
Poisons Self and Babes. 


Philadelphia, February 5.—Mrs. Bertha 
Fox, aged twenty-six years, residing near 
Fox Chase, a suburb of this city, was 
found in her home tonirht writhing in 
agony from the effects of a dose of car- 
bolic acid, while in a crib nearby lay the 
body of her two year old child, killed by 
the poison, and. on the floor beside her 
was her boy. John, aged four yeers, un- 
conscious from the same cause. The wo- 
man’s husband, John Fox. was discovered 
in bed in a drunken sleep. He was ar- 
rested, but was unable-to give the cor- 
oner or police officials any information 
concerning the affair. Mrs. Fox and her 
son were conveyed to a hospital in this 
city, where their condition is regarded 
as critical. The only stsetement made by 
the woman was that she was sorry that 
she was alive.

Envoys Present Lists to Chi- 
--hese Plenipotentigtes 


DEATH PENALTY [S FOUGHT

Prince Ching and Ii Hung Chang 
Demur and More Time Is 
Granted—Li Hung Chang 
Had To Be Carried 
to Conference. 


Pekin, February 5.—The Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries, Prince Ching and Li Hung 
Chang, had a protracted meeting this 
morning with the foreign envoys. Twelve 
names of prominent Chinese officials were 
submitted with the request that China 
keep faith with the powers and punish 
the persons pamed commensurately with 
their offenses. 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries replied 
that China’s earnest hope was to carry 
out fully the demands of the powers and 
that she felt sure the punishment which 
would be igflicted would be satisfactory. 
It was discovered that two out of twelve 
of the persons named were already dead. 

in certain cases the Chinese plenipoten- 
tilaries gave reasons why the punishment 
inflicted should be banishment and not 
death, asserting that, in these cases, they 
particularly desired banishment because 
the persons in question were so closely re- 
lated to the throne. 

List of the Accused. 


After a long conversation on the subject 
of punishment it was decided that the 
foreign envoys should draw up a full list 
of all accused officials, both national and 
provincial, with indictments specifying 
the guilt of each and a statement of the 
punishment required, which would then 
be presented to the Chinese plenipoten- 
tiaries for definite action. 

Li Hung Chang, who ts very weak from 
his recent illness, had to be carried in and 
out of the British legation. He is unable 
to walk, but his head seems as clear as 
ever. 

The foreign envoys were impressed with 
the evident desire of both Prince Ching 
and li Hung Chang to come to terms. 
Prince Ching asked whether, provided 
every means in her 
power a desire to carry out the terms of 
the joint note, the foreign troops would 
leave Pekin. 

The foreign envoys replied that this was 
@ subject they could not discuss beyond 
saying that, if everything were satisfac- 
tory, they believed the powers would be- 
gin to withdraw the troops early in the 
coming spring, but this depends largely 
upon the Chinese themselves. 


Where Guards Will Stay. 


Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang said 
they desired to know the names of the 
places where guards would be kept for the 
purpose of maintaining communication 
with the sea, in accordance with the 
terms of the {oint note. 

They were informed that this was a sub- 
ject rggarding which the military authori- 
ties had more accurate knowledge than 
the envoys, but that at present no de- 
termination had been reached. 

Prince Ching was anxious to know what 
provision would be made to control the le- 
gation guards and to prevent them from 
disturbing business. He asked iff the 
gu would be allowed over all parts of 
the city. 

To this inquiry the reply was given that 
the guards would not certainly be allowed 
to interfere with any vocation of the 
Chinese, but would be merely kept to 
guard the legations in case of necessity. 
Prince Ching was assured that in what- 
ever part of the city the legation guards 
might go they would be required to con- 
form to laws which would be agreed upon 
under pain of severe punishment for any 
infraction. 

The Chinese plenipotentiaries asked if it 
would be necessary to destroy the forts. 
As there seemed to be some diversity of 
opinion among the foreign envoys regard- 
ing this matter, it was left over until the 
question of punishment has been definitely 
decided.

Hai Kwan. 

French Hold an American. 


The Rev. W. S. Ament, one of the mis- 
sionaries of the American board of foreign 
missions, recently arrested by German 
and French troops near Tung Chow and 
eharged with endeavoring to extort money 
from the Chinese villagers, has not been 
released. The French troops are holding 
him for investigation, asserting that he 
obtained money from between thirty and 
forty villages where Christians had been 
killed on the ground that the money was 
indemnity payable to the families of the 
killed. 

; = Chun has started for Germany 
to present the apologies of China for the 
murder of Baron von Ketteler, the Ger- 
man minister at Pekin.

When Sentenced for Life for 
Murder of Goebel 


CONVICTED BY PERJURERS 


Prisoner Declares He Is Victim of 
Base and Infamous Lies—Yout- 
sey’s Attorneys Tell Why 
They Have Decided Not 
To Appeal. 


Georgetown, Ky.,. February 5,—Henry 
E. Youtsey was sentenced by Judge Can- 
trill this afternoon and tomorrow will be 
taken to Frankfort and enter upon his 
term of life imprisonment. 

Youtsey was pale and weak when he 
stood up to receive the sentence of the 
court. His wife sat near by and heard the 
sentence consigning her husband to the 
penitentiary for life, but bore up under 
the ordeal] bravely. ; 

‘Mr. Youtsey, stand up.”’ said the judge. 

‘‘Now.”’ continued the judge, ‘‘have you 
any reason to give why sentence should 
not be pronounced upon you?’’ 

In a low tone Youtsey said: 

“I have nothing to say except that I am 
innocent and that my conviction was ac- 
complished onJy by base and infamous 
subornation of perjury.’’ 

Then he sat down. For a moment no 
One spoke, 

“That was a subject which you should 
have addressed to the jury which convict- 
ed you,’”’ answered the judge. “It is the 
judgment of this court, that you be re- 
moved by the sheriff of Scott county to 
the state penitentiary at Frankfort and 
there be confined at hard labor for the 
period of your natural |ife.’’ 

The case of Barber Weaver, accused of 
perjury in the Powers case, will go to trial 
tomorrow. 


Statement by Lawyers. 

Attorney Stevenson, counsel for the de- 
fense in the Youtsey case, gave the press 
the following statement: 

“One hundred and twenty-five jurors 
have thus far been summoned to try 
Henry Youtsey. Of these one hundred 
and twenty-four were Goebel democrats. 
The trial jury consisted of twelve Goebel 
democrats. Our most earnest efforts 
and protests were powerless to obtain a 
less partisan jury. Under the conditions 
which prevailed we cherish no hope of 
ever securing an impartial jury. The 
public Pris cbtained an inkling of how 
perjury was procured and used in. these 
trials, without the knowledge of the 
judge or commonwealth’s attorney. New 
perjurers can, and we are convinced, 
will be found and thus used in future 
trials. The immense reward fund at- 
tracts perjurers and suborners of perju- 
ry as the flame attracts tne moth. Our 
client was un:ble to realize these condi- 
tions and retain his strength or rea- 
son, and we have no hope that he could 
do so upon another such trial. We enter- 
tain no doubt that we could secure a re- 
versal of the verdict.

Feared a New Trial. 

Frankfort, Ky., February 5.—(Special.)— 
Representatives of the commonwealth are 
highly pleased with the turn which the 1n- 
vestigation into and prosecution of the 
murder of Governor Goebel has taken 
within the last day or two. The fact that 
Henry E. Youtsey today accepted the sen- 
tence of the jury which tried him in Oc- 
tober as final and decided to go to prison 
for life without taking an appeal is re- 
garded as significant. It is said that 
Youtsey’s lawyers had learned of the dis- 
covery of new evidence 
client and feared the verdict would be 
death in the event that he got a new trial. 

The arrest on last Saturday of Captain 
Garnett D. Ripley, the ex-commander of 
a company of national guards, as an ac- 
cessory to the Goebel murder, is also 
looked upon as an important-and fruitful 
move on the part of the prosecution. Rip- 
ley was not suspected unti] lately. Now it 
ig said that testimony of the most dam- 
aging sort was heard by the grand jury 
that indicted Ripley. One of the wit- 
nesses was a prominent judge who was 
formerly a democrat, but who lately allied 
himself with the reyyiblicans. It is stated 
on excellent authority that this judge 
detailed a statement made to him by Rip- 
lev in which Ripley is alleged to have said 
that Governor Taylor told him on the 
morning of Januarv 29, 1900, that Goebel 
had nat twenty-four hours to live. Goe- 
be Iwas shot the next day. Both Youtsey 
and Ripley are highly connected.

LEADER OF HALL GANG DEAD. 


Mountaineer Webb Siays a Despe- 
rate Kentuckian. 
Frankfort, Ky., February 5.—(Special.)— 
In Clay county Chadd Hall, a famous 
leader of the fighting Halls of Harlan 
county, has been shot and killed by 
Jule Webb, who has himself figured in 
more than one mountain feud. Both men 
drew their weapons simultaneously, but 
Hall’s weapon snapped, the next moment 
he was dead. By many mountaineers 
Hall, instead of Jim Howard, was be- 
lieved to have been the man who mur- 
dered Governor Goebel. He was also sus- 
pected of the assassination at Manches- 
ter of the noted Tom Baker, who was 
shot from a window exactly as Goebel 
was shot. At the time Baker was guarded 
by two companies of militia. Hall is 
known to have been in Frankfort on the 

day of the Goebel murder.

Feeling May Arise About 
Rates fo Reunion, 


REDUCTION. DOES NOT SUIT 


Ex-Confederates Want as Good Rates 
as the Railroads Made for Grand 
Army of Republic, but 

the Roads Say It’s 
Impossible. 


Chicago, February 5.—Ill-feeling threat- 
ens to spring up between the veterans of 
the confederacy and the railroads north 
of Mason and Dixon’s line over the grant- 
ing of reduced passenger rates for the ex- 
confederates’ next annua] reunion to be 
held at Memphis in May. 

The former wearers of the gray figure 
that they are entitled to receive from the 
railroads concessions as good as those 
made for the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic’s encampment in this city last year. 
The roads at this time do not see it that 
way. 

Tha veterans say that if a cent a mile 
rate is granted by the roads of the Cen- 
tral, Western, Southwestern and South- 
eastern Associations, Memphis will enter- 
tain between 150,000 and 200,000 out-of-town 
persons in the course of the -»campment 
time. They confidently hope to make the 
gathering the largest and most success- 
ful in the history of their organization. 

Officials of the eastern and western 
lines do not believe that the lines north 
of the Ohio river would be justified from a 
business point of view !n granting a cent 
a mile rate. The lines south of the Ohio 
are counted upon to make & cent a mile 
rate, having made such a rate for the ex- 
confederate veterans’ last reunion, which 
was held in Louisville. . 

Officials of eastern lines say that one 
fare for the round trip would be as rea- 
sonable as any rate they could make, but 
the western owners do not think anything 
less than a rate and one-fifth for the 
round trip should be granted by them. 


FIGHT ON SOUTHERN MAILS. 


Bromwell Opposes Appropriation for 
the Special Service. 
Washington, February 5.—The day ir 
the house was devoted to the continuation 
of the discussion of controverted ques- 
ticns in connection with the postal serv- 

ice. 
Mr. Moody, of Massachusetts, discussed 


' the question of railway mail pay from the 


standpoint of a member of the joint pos- 
tal commission. 

Mr. Bromwell, of Ohio, assailed the ap- 
propriations for special mail facilities 
from New York to New Orleans. Mr. 
Bromwell ceclared that the postmaster 
general repeatedly had said that he did 
not desire the appropriations, and only 
used them because congress made them. 

Mr. Catchings, of Mississippi, and Mr 
Meyer. of Louisiana, defended these ap- 
proprietions as necessary for the expedi- 
tion of the southern mail. Mr. Gaines, of 
Tennessee, also opposed this appropria- 
tion. 

Without preliminary business, the house 
went into committee of the whole and 
resumed the consideration of the pw5t- 
office appropriation bill. 

The debate was interrupted to enable 
action upon the senate amendment to the 
joint resolution for the appointment of a 
joint committee to arrange the pro- 
gramme for the inauguration of president 
and vice president. It was agreed to. 

Representatives Cannon of Illincis, Dal- 
zell of Pennsylvania and McRae of 
Arkansas were appointed for the house. 

Mr. Moody said the postal commission 
developed the fact that instead of paying 
to the railroads on an average 40 cents 
per ton per mile for carrying the mails, 
as the postoffice department had led the 
country to believe, the actual cost aver- 
aged about 12% cents per ton per mile. 
From the investigation he had made, Mr. 
Moody said if he were compelled to guess, 
he should say that the express business 
was more profitable to the railroads than 
carrying the mails; that Passenger busi- 
ness was less profitable thar. either, and 
that the most profitable business of all to 
the railroads was carrying freight. 

At 5:30 c’clock the committee rose and 
the house adjourned.

Georgians Seek Commissions. 


A zreat deal of pressure is being 
brought on the president for the appoint- 
ments to other places authorized by the 
law increasing the number of the army. 
Most senators and representatives have 
filed lists of those for whom they would 
like to secure appointments, especially 
for thg volunteer officers now in service. 
These lists are filed at the adjutant gen- 
eral's office and nothing definite has been 
determined about them. Colonel Living- 
ston has several men on his list, and al- 
most daily adds others and other Georgia 
representatives have also made recom- 
mendations. They are all of them bejng 
overwhelmed with reauests from would-be 
officers. 

There seems to be a misunderstanding 
of the terms of the law. Section 28, which 
provides that the vacancies in the grade 
of fleld officers and captains shall be filled 
by promotion, contains the clause which 
opens up the yay to others to the lieuten- 
ancies. This clause is as follows: 

“Persons not over forty years of ago 
who shall have at any time served as vol- 
unteers subsequent to April 21, 1898, may 
be ordered before boards of officers for 
such examination as may be prescribed by 
the secretary of war, and those who 
establishm their fitness before these ex- 
amining boards may be appointed to the 
grades of first or second lieutenant in the 
regular army, taking rank in the respec- 
tive grades according to seniority as de- 
termined by length of prior commissioned 
service: but no person appointed under the 
provisions of this section shall be placed 
above another in the same grade with 
longer commissioned service. and nothing 
herein contained shall change the rela- 
tive rank of officers heretofore commis- 
sioned in tha regular army.”’

What the People Oan Do if They Will 
What the people can do, if they will, 
has had a forcible illustration in Co- 
lumbus, 0., where the electric power 
companies were brought to time. 
The following dispatch tells 
story: 

Columbus, O., February 4.—As a result 
of a confererce between the Columbus 
Railway Company, the citizens’ commit- 
tee and city counciimen this afternoon, 
the company practically conceded all the 
demands of the people, and tonight the 
city council awarded the railway com- 
pany 2 blanket franchise for twenty-five 
years. The terms of the ordinance pro- 
vide for 5-cent cash fares, seven tickets 
for 25 cents, with transfers, until the an- 
nual grogs receipts are $1,750,000, and then 
eight tickets for 25 cents, with transfers; 
all-night cars with 10-cent cash fares an4d 
transfers for the first five years, after 
which the fares are to be 5 cents, with 
transfers. 


This result was not gained without 
effort on part of those at interest. In 
Columbus, as elsewhere, there were 
‘two parties—the people and the invest- 
‘Ors. The people had valuable rights 
‘In their possession, worth many mil- 
‘lions of dollars. They were so rich and 
juicy that the mouths of 
watered for thém.

their promises. Then followed negotia- 
‘tions in which there was no hostility 
to capital, but a plain declaration that 
‘property deserved its price, and that 
‘the city would no more part wit& its 
values than would an individual. The 
result is seen in the above action. The 
people have secured cheap fares, un- 
limited transfers and increasing re- 
auctions based upon receipts. The city 
treasury and the general private pocket 
are equally helped, and the people get 
sOme return for what they had to give. 

Atlanta is a larger and more promis- 
ing city in-every way than Columbus. 
Are the people of Atlanta willing to 
be stripped of all their franchises for 
nothing? Is there no return due? Is 
taxation to be increased upon the hum- 
ble householder in order that the ‘cor- 
porations may go scot free. Today the 
city treasury is in straits. The board 
of education is cramped. Waterworks 
and sewer extension has been stopped, 
and the suggestion has been made that 
the city taxes must be run up in order 
to meet the expenditures. While the 
small home owner, under sound of the 
-marshal’s bell, is forced to pay an extra 
$10 into the city treasury and leave his 
grocery bill unpaid, let him remember 
that: the millionaire corporations are 
‘revelling in big returns and enlarging 
interest earnings. 

There is a chamber of commerce 
which should lead in the protection of 
the financial condition of both munici- 
pality and people. Is the board afraid 
to speak? Does it not dare to voice the 
‘public need and furnish a center about 


» ‘which the people can rally. We have 


had one littie spurt in which competi- 
tion in street car service has brought 
reduced fares, but that has been fully 
offset in the general result by the 
maintenance of electric power monop- 
oly. 

The question is before the people!

The Map of the World. 

The views of Bishop Thoburn re- 
garding the future map of the world, 
while suggested by. missionary zeal, 
are none the less interesting as indi- 
cating the development: yet to come. 

The bishop’s idea in brief is the pass- 
ing away of nationalism and ~* the 
growth of the imperial idea. Yet in 
the use of these words, they must be 
understood in their evolving sens, for 
within these empires the nations will 
have better protection than théy ever 
enjoyed before. It will be empire be- 
cause that expresses largeness, without 
the traditional repression of its com- 
ponent parts. It will be longer nation- 
alism, because the people, freed from 
prejudices of environment, will’ seek 
alliance with those of kindred purpose. 
In this view, we take it, the bishop 
declares that— 
the time of great empires is coming. 
There will he the United States of North 
America and the United States of Seuth 
America. There will be the United States 
ef Purope, which will not include Ensg- 
land, the Russian empire, the empire of 
China, consisting, of easiern and central 
Asia; the emoire of the Indies, consisting 
of southern Asia: the German empire, 
and, last of all, a mighty empire itn the 
island of Australia. 

As preparing the way for such a cul- 
mination it is a fact that before many 
years the old Austrian emperor will 
die. The German empire will then be 
continuous from the North sea to the 
Mediterranean. Germany has already 
built railroads in Asia Minor between 
the Tigris and Euphrates rivers. Ku- 
ropean governments do not build rail- 
roads unless they intend to secure pos- 
session. Germany will secure tHe part 
of Central Asia which Russia covets. 
In this extension of imperial limits, 
Bishop Thoburn thinks that— 
the United States should have more to 
say than it has so far. The American 
government should be more emphatic in 
what it says concerning the future and 
treatment of China by the powers. It 
should say that we will not have it 
broken up. Instead, the politicians pro- 
test, and if they ste their protests are 
futile the majority say we will have noth- 
ing.to do with it and sit down with foided 
arms and pout. 

There is really nothing so surprising 
in all this, since it has been the trend 
of history for a century past. The 
only objection apparent is in relation 
to Europe, where the alignment sug- 
gested is not along probable lines. We 
rather look for a great Teutonic con- 
federacy to the north, including Hol- 
land and Belgium, and extending south 
so as to take in decadent Austria. 
Then there will be a Latin confederacy, 
of which France will most likely be the 
head, in which will be found Italy, 
Spain and Portugal. All will have an 
interest in the development and occu- 
pation of Asia and of Africa. The re- 
sult will be larger opportunities for 
the people, fewer national frictions 
and a greater attention to social legis- 
lation than was possible under old con- 
ditions. 

It is singular that the culmination of 
huge empires of people and territory 
has brought with it what was least ex-° 
pécted—a return to socialistic care for 
the individual. In the old time, pas- 
toral communism, there was little in 
the world outside of the man and his 
flock of sheep. Through tribal, feuda- 
tory and national stages the individual 
has had to surrender more and more 
to the growing power with but little 
return to himself. At last, when na- 
tionalism gives way to empire, there 
arises a new interest in the solitary 
man, the one who may be a type of all. 
Then ensues an era of socialism in 
which the comfort of this individual is 
the consideration. Out of the common 
fund his house is protected against 
intrusion, roads are built for his loco- 
motion, lights are furnished by which 
he may walk at night, his chOdren are 
taken in charge and sent to school for 
ten years, and so on we might con- 
tinue the enumeration of items hav- 
ing in view the comfort and elevation 
of the individual. In all this we have 
but a beginning of the legislation of 
the coming empire, in which the cap- 
ital of each one will be its educated 
and expert men and women. How far 
this movement will go no one can tell. 

That the United States will hold a 
commanding place in this new relation 
of great powers must follow as a mat- 
ter of course. Advanced beyond the 
other nations in readiness for the new, 
our country will hold its own and ex- 
ert a wonderful influence. 


The New World Way. 

The new world way must be -bewil- 
dering to the little potentates who have 
been under the impression that they 
alone were capable of gigantic moves. 
_ The other night two American busi- 
ness men lit a joint cigar and talked 
a while.

The Cuban Halt. 

Already there is an apparent halt in 
the proposition to acknowledge the in- 
dependence of Cuba by giving way be- 
fore her completed work. 

Even the republican press is largely 
curious as to why such a halt should 
be made. What has congress to do 
with the details of Cuba's internal] gov- 
ernment? In the resolution of 1898 it 
was declared, in the most solemn man- 
ner, that was of right an independent 
nation, and to maintain that conten- 
tion we entered into war with Spain. 
Even our supreme court has declared 
Cuba to be foreign territory, United 
States authority there being merely 
tentative, awaiting the perfection of 
local machinery. The Chicago Times- 
Herald declares that—

| According “to ‘the’ miost ~ solenin ‘ -pro- 


nouncement of this government the mem- 
bers of the Cuban constitutional conven- 
tion represent a people who “are and of 
right ought to be free and independent.” 
They are the very people who received 
assurance from the same source “that 
the Unitdd States hereby disclaims any 
disposition or intention to exercise sover- 
elgnty. jurisdiction or control over said 
island (of Cuba) except for the pacifica- 
tion thereof.”’ They are the people who 
were assured further that when the paci- 
fication was accomplished the United 
States would leave to them the govern- 
ment and contro] of the island. 

The convention then stands by our own 
acknowledgment for a perfectly indepen- 
dent sovereignty, and it is in no wis an- 
swerable to thé United States congress 
for the length of its deliberations. To 
say that it must accept responsibility for 
another year of American control /be- 
cause it did not hurry its work so that 
congress might make a careful examina- 
tion of its quality is to proclaim a right 
in congress which congress has repudi- 
ated. It is to proclaim that the Cubans 
are not free and independent, that they 
are not entitled to a full measure of civil 
liberty and self-government. It is to 
dodge the fact of pacification which has 
been obvious for two years, and, with 
cynical bad faith, to ignore the pledge 


which was to be fulfilled when pacifica-: 


tion had been. accomplished. 

These same newspapers, however, 
denounced thé Porto Rican bill, and 
afterwards voted to indorse it, so that 
no matter what they say just now of 
the Cuban situation, when the time 
comes they will fall into the old line. 
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Punishing the Whole Navy. 

The reply of Secretary Long to Sen- 
ator Morgan concerning the promotion 
of Lieutenant Hobson, simply shows a 
disposition to punish the whole navy 
because one man cannot get the ad- 
vancement marked out for him by offi- 
efal favoritism. 

When the battle of Santiago was 
won there is no doubt that it was one 
of the most complete naval victories to 
the credit of any nation. It was the 
intention of the board of strategy that 
Sampson should have stood upon the 
bridge as commander, but fate gave the 
chance to Schley, and the victory was 
his. It was unfortunate for Sampson, 
but such was the fact, and it was the 
duty of the administration to have so 
recognized it. Instead of that, Secre- 
tary Long insisted that the honor ‘of 
victory should go to the nominal com- 
mander of the fleet, although he did 
not direct a movement in the fight. On 
the same line of reasoning, he could 
have insisted that the honor should be 
reserved for William McKinley, the real 
and ultimate commander of the Ameri- 
can fleet. The one claim would have 
been as good as the other. 

Leaving out the two men affected by 
this dispute, there is no question as to 
the relative claims of all the others. 
Yet Secretary Long announces that 
the whole navy must be punished be- 
cause one favorite cannot be taken 
care of. The decision is certainly un- 
just. 
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The Smashing Kansans. 

The condition of affairs in Kansas, 
brought about by the smashing brig- 
ade, is a scandal which would not be 
permitted in any other state in the 
union. 

When the campaign opened, it was 
regarded as other new fads, likely to 
pass off without much repetition; but 
the persistence with which it ‘has been 
kept up shows that there must be some- 
thing wrong about the people them- 
selves. Barrooms in spite of law are 
bad enough, but the exhibitions made 
by Mrs. Nation and her sympathizers 
are equally bad. Both stand before the 
public in the light of lawbreakers, who 
should be promptly visited by the pen- 
alties of outraged law. 

If Kansas has a law-abiding element 
in her population, it is about time it 
was making itself felt. 
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The New Lieutenant General. 

The president has done a sensible 
thing in appointing Nelson A. Miles 
to be lieutenant general of the United 
States army. 

The talk of appointing some one 
else and passing over General Miles 
was so general] that there were fears 
of its truth. Such an act would only 
have accentuated unfortunate antagon- 
isms which should never have arisen. 
By making the appointment he has, 
the president has rewarded the officer 
in regular line. 

If he would only send General Miles 
to the Philippines now, it would give 
a worthy officer a chance to show the 
mettle of which he is made.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 


Among the well-known Americans who 
were identified with the Paris exposition 
and who have been decorated by the 
French government as chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor, is Hon. George W. 
Ochs, manager of the Paris edition of 
The New York Times. 

Mr. Ochs is a distinguished southerner, 
is editor of The Chattanooga Times and 
also eX-Mayor of that enterprising city. 
The Paris edition of The New York Times

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was established as an exposition feature 
by Mr. Adolph Ochs, the proprietor of 
The New York Times, and his brother, 
George Ochs, was put in charge of the 
interesting yenture, which proved a most 
gratifying success. 

Mr. Ochs spent several months in Paris 
and became one of .the most popular 
members of the large American contin- 
gent residing in Paris during the expo- 
sition. He is now entitled to wear the 
famous badge of the Legion of Honar as 
a memenfe of the good will in which he 
is held. by the French government, and 
is probably the only southerner entitled 
to this interesting. badge of distinction.

There were several Macon men in At- 
lanta yesterday and all of them spoke 
sorrowfully of the illness of Congress- 
man Bartlett, 

“The truth is,” said one, “that Bart 
lett has probably more warm personal 
friends than any man in the sixth dis- 
trict. I am speaking of personal, not 
political, friends. The people who lke 
Bartlett like him for himself and not 
for what he can @o for them in a po- 
litical way. I have known Bartlett from 
his early boyhood and he has always 
been doing something for somebody. He 
has frequently aided people, too, when 
it seemed that self-interest would have 
moved him to withhold aid. 

“I remember & case of this kind that 
occurred in Macon several years ago 
when Bartlett was city attorney. A 
young man in Macon became involved 
in some frouble witn one of the city 
officers and a lively scrap resulted, in 
which considerable damage was inflicted 
on the official. The official was new to his 
position and inclined to be domineering. 
He felt sore’ about the fight and had 
the young man arrested. The officer had 
a good pull at the city hall, and in con- 
sequence the young man was fined heav- 
fly. 

“The young fellow paid the fine, but 
he felt that he had! been hardly dealt 
with and he made up his mind to get 
the money back if it were possible. He 
knew Bartlett slightly and went to him 
with his grievance. As soon as the case 
was stated Bartlett, although he was 
city attorney, sald that an injustice had 
been done and that he would see that the 
money twas refunded. Bartlett’s polit- 
icay interests lay on the other side, but 


he has a strong sense of justice and he 
€idn’t care for politics if he could right 


1 what he considered a wrong. So he went 


to work in the Macon council] to have 
tha¢ fine refunded. The first effort re- 
sulted in defeat and many a man would 
have quit, but that is not Bartlett’s way. 
If he knows he’s right he never quits 
until he carries his point. 

“So he continued to work on that coun- 
cil and finally, six months after the fine 
was imposed, Bartlett secured an order 
for the money to be refunded to the 
young fellow. Bartlett did this solely 
to right what he considered a wrong, 
The young fellow had no political in- 
fluence and the official had, but when a 
question of justice is involved I don’t 
Ibelieve that Bartlett ever hesitated a 
moment on account of consequences to 
himseif. He does what he thinks is 
right ami never counts the cost. If 
Bartlett's fillnmess should terminate fa- 
tally the sixth district will mourn as it 
has rarely mourned for any man.”

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SOME~LITERARY TYPES 
THAT ARE BUT IMPRESSIVE 


HE literary profession has more 


“honorary members”’ than any other 
kind—little thin spider-legged gen- 


juses alWays engaged upon their own 
chaplets, sentimenta) people who bawl 
their enthusiasms and never advance be- 
yond the bombastic stage in their mental 
development, and fine old bellum gentle- 
men who wait posterity’s judgment upon 
their unappreciated labors with sublime 
assurance, (and if posterity knew how 
many of them confidently expect to be 
commemrated with monuments and tab- 
lets,’ getting born would be a more se- 
rious responsibility than some people now 
suppose') to say nothing of the pretty 
little lap-wing authoresses whose lyrics 
Suggest the obscure origin of the whole 
plover family, and of the brave old hawks 
who wish to poge as literary turtle doves. 
They are all ready to turn the world up- 
side down with their little grunting seed 
of genius, if only the world would turn. 
Their actual relation to literature is pure- 
ly mortuary, of course; they are merely 
the surviving relatives of numerous sto- 
ries and epics that have long reposed in 
the editor’s “literary margues.’’ Person- 
ally, however, they are far more im- 
pressive than a successful author would 
dare to be. They d@t¥ the original pur- 
pose of their clay to harden into common 
place humanity and draw themselves into 
a literary profile, nc matter how many 
g00d stars agree otherwise. Their every 
features rhyme, their eyes stare through 
the gloom of a foreign intellectuality and 
their manner suggests the rhetorical flour- 
ishes of our forefathers. They are the 
chromo types of the profession, preserv- 
ing the tone and personal effect of the Ht- 
erary character as actors reincarnate the 
wicked humor of Falstaff and the witty 
madness of Hamlet. This is a wise dis- 
pensation of talent after all, for the writer 
who wins a glance from the wise old 
world’s weary eye or kindles there the lit- 
tle rush light of a smile, has no leisure 
for posing and no inclination. 

In fact, the sucessful author rarely sug- 
gests his profession. He is subject as 
other man are to the qualifying effects of 
our common clay, and frequently bears 
an absurd resemblance to ordinary hu- 
manity. His genius, which is rarely ap- 
parent to the casual observer, commands 
only a peep hole somewhere through his 
interior. And such conceits as he may 
have are known only to his vallet or, at 
the worst, suspected by his publisher. 
No other man cultivated so assiduously 
fhe dull grey of a modest exterior 


Years ago Thomas Nelson Page tarried 
over Sunday in a small but well educated 
Georgia village. And whatever he may 
or may not have become, then. he was the 
most modest and amiable of men, with 


ja friendly bend in his manner making a 
close observer sure that all dogs must 
love and trust him, and that is a sign 
of grace in any man. 

Some time in the afternoon a company 
of sfudents called to pay their gespects, 
and presumably to exchange opinions 
with a real, live and distinguished author. 
They were not entirely without experi- 
ence; all had more or less acquaintance 
with human greatness, but apparently 
that was the first time they had come 
face to face with a creator, a man whose 
genius consisted in making things live 
and sing. They ranged themselves in a 
semi-circle about him and sat as stark 
and stiff as if he had been a king's corpse 
lying there in state before them. Not 
even Mr. Page's charming and  unre- 


youne snvirits at ease. And at last after 
a distressing silence, he leaned back in 
his chair with the air of a man who 
was willing to give up the fight, drew 
forth his handkerchief and blew his nose 
profoundly! Such a common place mor- 
tal thing to do! One little apple faced 
freshman exchanged a ludicrous glance 
of compréhension with the next man, so 
much to say: “Did you see that?— 
blow his nose like a sub?” 

Everybody was startled, but relieved. 
Apparently the conclusion was that if 
he could have a cold in his head he was 
not so far removed from the range of 
their intelligence and sympathies. His 
little infirmity was the mortal touch 
that established his kinship to them. 
The ice was broken and all joined truly 
in the conversation. 


Men like Tolstoi passed the limit of 
being merely literary characters and 
become prophets. Instead of admirers, 
they have disciples, followerers. Their 
function is to make war upon the ex'st- 
ing order of society. They are the “Sit- 
ting Bulls” of creation, smeared with 
literary war paint, and God only knows 
whether they are a blessing or a curse 
to his day and generation. 

And Edward Fitz Gerald has added 
another type of the literary sert. That 
is, the silent diffident man with a poetic 
temperament and a keenly critical sense 
of proportion, to whom nature has de- 
nied the gift of expression. 

He is an Aaron without Aaron’s rod, a 
poet whose rhymes fail to reveal him. He 
rarely intrudes upon a publisher, but 
bays his own moon privately. For with- 
in him lies the idyl of green fields and 
blue skies, but he cannot set it to music, 
The angels in heaven might. copy their 
anthem from his heart, but he c&nnot 
sing. He simply accepts his arc of crea- 
tion and becomes embedded in it like a 
stone with a sapphire heart.

Montgomery, Ala., February 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The committee of west Floridians 
appeared before the general assembly to- 
day and stated their desire for annexa- 
tion to Alabama in earnest fashion. Their 
orator, J. J. Sullivan, of Pensacola. mate 
a sincere speech. West Florida, he said, 
was intended by nature to be a part of 
Alabama.

The Maybrick case need be reviewed but 
briefly. In 1879 Miss Florence Elizabeth 
Chandler, the daughter of William G. 
Chapdler, a prominent banker of Mobile, 
Ala.. was married James Maybrick. 
Mrs. Maybrick wag seventeen, a pretty, 
Ciever southern girl; Mr. Mavybrick was 
forty-two, a dicsipated, well-to-<de Eng- 
lishman. They had met on an England- 
bound Atlantic Nner and he had been 
charmed with her girlish beauty, while 
She was flattered with the attention of the 
well-bred, handsome [netshman. 

Mr. and Mr&s. Maybrick lived in Liver- 
pool, where their two children were born— 
a boy, new nineteen. and a eir], now fif- 
teen years old. It Was brought out tn the 
evidence at the trial that Mr. Maybrick 
Wag a confirmed arsenic eater, although 
the secret had been carefully kept from 
the young wife. Nevertheless, the two 
had become alienated and Mrs. Maybrick 
had taken steps toward procuring a dl- 
vorce. One day tn spring Mr. Maybrick 
rode to the Wirral races, near Liverpool. 
He went against the advice of his physi- 
cian and his wife, was caught in the rain 
and drenched, yet stayed vut for lunch 
and a late dinner. The indiscretion 
brought on a high fever and the next day 
physicians pronounced the ijiness fatal. 
It hapoened toward the end of his sick- 
ness that Mr. Maybrick asked. during the 
nurse’s absence, for some white powders 
which he kept in his dressing room, These 
were procured by Mrs. Maybrick and un- 
der his direction one powder was mixed 
with some beef extract. When the duse 
was prepared Mr. Maybrick had fallen 
asleep and Mrs. Maybrick set it uside, not 
knowing what it was. lit was found 
where she had left it byw the police and 
was recognized by her in court. 

After a thirteen days’ illness Mr. May- 
brick died, Mrs. Maybrick was in a state 
of complete exhaustion, having fainted 
the day before while on duty as nurse. 
When «ne was roused to be told of her 
husband's death three policemen were 
Standing guard over her bed. where she 
lay too weak to move. She had been un- 
conscioug for thirty-six hours. The mo- 
ment Mr. Maybrick ded his brothers—Ed- 
win and Michael—who had always disliked 
the American girl who came into their 
family to cut off their_right as heirs to the 
older brother's estate, stepped forward as 
her accusers. — 

Concerning the details of her trial and 
the efforts subsequently made by her 
champions on both sides of the water to 
procure her release from imprisonment it 
is needless to speak in this connection, as 
the facts are stiii in the public 
mind. 

If Mrs. Maybrick is innocent of the 
charge against her, the deprivation of 
her liberty for twelve years and the physi- 
cal suffering she has endured under tue 
severe British prison svstem are the very 
least of her wrongs. 

She is now imprisoned at the peniten- 
tiary at Alesbury, where she is loved by 
both the convicts and the attendants, 
none of whom believes her guilty, A- 
though scarcely tirty-nine, she is an old 
woman, whose beauty, will be forever 
scarred by the horror and suffering she 
has endured.

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COUNCILMAN KONTZ, 
One of the Leaders In the Fight for 
the Electric Light Franchise. 
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and LaHatfe; Councilmen Barrett, Fin- 
cher, Garrett, Longino and Hill—7. 

The action of council was declared re- 
considered and the franchise up for con- 
sideration. Upon motion of Councilman 
Kontz the paper was read, Councilman 
Fincher n.oved to strike section eleven 
and then adopt the report of the com- 
mittee. Councilman Barrettesaid he wan- 
ted to strike section nine, and _insert 
something for that. ‘‘And I move,"’ said 
he, “that I have until Monday week to 
get it ready.’’ 

Council then decided it was in order to 
have all amendments proposed read. All 
of the amendments were read and num- 
bered that they might be taken up in 
orde When Alderman LaHatte’s 
amehfdment was read it was the occas- 
ion of considerable discussion. 

The amendment was as follows: 

“Amend by adding to section of said 
oruinance as a fourth condition the fol- 
lowing to be known as condition—, viz: 

This franchise is granted upon the fur- 
ther condition that the fact that it is 
made to the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company, its successors and assigna, 
shall not be construed so as to authorize 
the sale, assignment or tranfer of this 
franchise or any part of it in advance of 
the construction and completion of the 
proposed system of underground conduits 
heretofore designated in section sixth, 
and the operation of same as competitive 
lighting and heating system by said com- 
pany, nor at any time whatever with- 
out first obtaining the tonsent by ordi- 
nance of the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta to such a sale, ag- 

ment or transfer. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson called Alder- 
man Kilpatrick to the chair that he might 
have something to say in regard to the 
amendment proposed. He said the La- 
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Hatte amendment protected the city and 
provided that the company should first 
build and begin the operation of/@ plant 
before it could sell its property. He stat- 
de he thought the same amendment 
ghould be incorporated in all franchises. 
Councilman Kontgz said section 1288 of 
the code amply protected the city in a 
matter of that kind, but Mr. Johnson 
insisted that it would be a good idea 
to let the franchise itself have that pro- 
vision to prevent law sults. 
LaHatte Amendment’ Adopted. 

Councilman Minhinnett then moved the 
adoption of the LaHatte amendment. 
The aye and nay vote was called for 
._The vote resulted as follows: 

For the Amendment—Aldermen Day and 
leHaitte, Councilmen Barrett, Raw4vn. 
Lewis, Minhinnett, Terry, Garrett and 
Hill—9. 

Against the Amendment—Aldermen Kil- 
patrick, Welch and Pterce, Councilmen 
Fincher, Reed, Adams, Glass, Grady and 
Kontz—4, 

To break the tie, Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son voted in favor of the amendment, and 
it was adopted. 

The amendment proposed by Council- 
man Hill providing that the Atlanta Rati- 
way and Power Company shall use as far 
as possible the poles that are now in the 
streets, and whenever” deemed advisable 
by the board of electrical control, the 
company will be required to remove or 
change the location of its poles, and, 
further, must consent to use the poles of, 
other companies, provided that in all 
cases the Company owning the polés be 
paid reasonable compensation. 

The vote on this amendirent was 9 to 9. 
Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson voted for it, 
thus breaking the tie. 

The next amendment considered was 
that also proposed by Councilman Hill. 
It was as follows: 

“Amend by adding to condition ninth of 
section second of said ordinane> between 
the words ‘‘ordinance” and ‘‘on,” in the 
second line from the huttom of said candi- 
tion, the following: ‘And shall! also waive 
any claim of right it may have under its 
charter or the state laws to open the 
streets, alleys or public places in the city 
of Atlanta for the purpose of jaying 


pipes, conduits, poles or other m@ans of 
distributing electricity for Hght, heat or 
pever, except with the consent of the 
city of Atlanta; said acceptance shall be. 
fore being filed be signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary of the eorpany and 
authorized by its board of directors, and 
shall contain express agreement and as- 
sent to all the terms, provisions and con- 
ditions of this grant.’”  . 

Councilman Hill said he had been in 
favor of granting the company a fran- 
chise for a longer term than twenty-one 
years, but as the company had made no 
point on that particular matter, he was 
for giving it for just that length of time. 
He did 1ot wart the company, he said. 
at the expiration of the franchise to claim 
anything under its charter. 


Johnson Favored Amendment. 
Alderman Johnson said he wanted the 
company to come undcr the genera] or- 
dinance. “Give them a franchise for 
forty years, if you wish to,” said he. “TI 
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‘ thing: under the lawa of Georgia.” 
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should be in favor of giving them one for 
more than twenty-one years, but put this 
amendment in if you don’t put in any- 
thing else. I want it arranged so tbtey 
can’t go into the courts and claim any- 


Councilman Grady, who had hitherto 
taken no part in the discussion, stated he 
thought he was the one who had proposed 
the twenty-one-year feature in the com- 
mittee meeting, aad he did so for the 
reason that the mayor, in his inaugural 
address, had stzted plainly he wovld veto 
any franchise granted for a longer term 
then twenty-one years. 

A vote of 9 to 9 resulted. Again Mayor 
Pro Tem. Johnson voted to adopt the 
amendment, to break a tie. 

Another amendment that Councilman 
Hil} had proposed, to the effect that the 
bend given should be in a surety com- 
rany, and should be approved by the 
mayor, was lost, 11 voting against it and 
7 for it. Section 11, which provided that 
the company should come under the - 
lations of a state boaré of electrical com- 
missioners in the event such a board was 
ever cstablished, was also lost. 

Then the amendment offered by the 
electric Hght committee to insert the 
word “hereunder” after the word “busi- 
regs” in the sixth line of the ninth para- 
graph of the second section, caused much 
discussion. Councilman Hill immediately 
moved to reject ths amendment. Council- 
man Kontz sald the word limited the 
franchise, and Councilman Reed thought 
one of the amendments already adopted 
covered the point. 

A vote was finally taken, 
amendment proposed by the committee 
was lost, the mayor pro tem. voting 
against it, the vote having stood 98 to 9. 
Councilman Garret proposed an amend- 
ment to the effect that the city might use 
the poles and ducts of the company for 
its own light and power, but this was 
voted down. 

Councilman Garrett then moved to post- 
pone action on the amended franchise for 
two weeks. He said the grant had been 
amended so often that he did not now un- 
derstand it fully. He wanted copies of 
the ordinance printed and distributed 
emong the members of council. His mo- 
tion was algout to be put, when Alderman 
Welch stated it had never been seconded. 
CounciiIman Barrett announced he wouid 
second the motion to postpone. The mo- 
tion was defeated, 

Barrett Changes His Vote. 

Then came the véte on the adoption of 
the franchise as amended. Only members 
of council were entitled to vote and all 
voted for the franchise except Council- 
man Barrett. His was the first name 
called and he voted “no,” 

As soon as the result was announced 
Councilman Barrett declared that he 
wished to change his vote.

Conspicuous not because of his presence 
or participation in any political work 
during the past few days, but by reason 
of the fact that ,his attendance at the 
meeting was problematic; and on his ab- 
sence or attendance seemed to depend the 
failure or success of the electric light 
franchise. 

Alderman Welch was sick on Monday 
and did not attend the regular meeting 
of council At that meeting council 
voted to postpone action on the franchise. 
The vote was 9 for delay and 9 for im- 
mediate action. Mayor Pro Tem. John- 
son cast the deciding vote which caused 
the delay. Had Alderman Welch been 
present Monday he would doubtless have 
voted for immediate action and thus the 
matter would have been considered at 
once. 

For this reason all eyes were turned 
upon him when it became known that 
Alderman Pierce would move for a re- 
consideration of the franchise. In spite 
of the fact that Alderman Welch was sick 
his presence was deemed so necessary 
that a cab was sent for him, and he con- 
sented to come to the meeting.

A special dispatch from Cape Town 
says that General De Wet, according to 
Cape Town reports, intends to annex 
various districts of Cape Colony and then 
to commandeer men and supplies, al- 
though he is now urging the colonists 
not to join him. 

The Boers captured 200 British when 
they rushed into Modderfontein January 
30th. The prisoners were subsequently 
released. Thirty British were killed or 
wounded. The newly-formed guard for 
the mines left Stellingbosh for Johannes- 
burg Wednesday. An order has been 
gazetted permitting the importation of 
goods into the Transvaal subject to a 
military permit. — 

Officials have been dispatched to watch 
all the bays along the west coast of Cape 
Colony against the landing of mercenaries 
or arms. 

Colonel Brander drove the Boers out of 
Varrhynsdorp, capturing a number of 
wegons and a quantity of merchandise. 
Al] the farms in thig region are deserted. 
The only being found except armed Boers 
was an English governess on one of the 
farms. 

Chicago’s Great Boer Meeting. 

Chicago, February 5.—W'ild waves of en- 
thusiasm for everything that was Boer, 
with storm of hisses and howls of derision 
for Britain, her soldiers and her rulers, 
swept over a Central Music hall audience 
tonight. Til§undering cheers for Kruger, 
Steyn, De Wet and Botha rang out with 
cries of “Shame’’ for Kitchener and Lord 
Roberts from the audience which had as- 
sembled to hear Boer envoys, Hercules D, 
Viljoen and B. Louter Wessels, plead thelr 
cause. The mention of the name of Queen 
Victoria called fortb hisses and denuncia- 
tions from the crowd. Mr. Viljoen, who 
@omes direct from the seat of war in 
South Africa, where he acted as field cor- 
net, told of scenes which he said he had 
left, ‘‘of wives torn from their husbands, 
children left without mothers and homes 
pillaged, destroyed and ruined,”’ 

Viljoen denied that President Kruger 
had deserted his cause to go to Europe, 
but asserted that it was oniy after days 
of entreaty that he was induced to go. 
Mr. Wessels, a cousin of President Steyn, 
of the Orange Free State, was confident 
of yltimate success. “No matter how 
dark the cloud may seem now, there were 
never such bright silver rims gbout it as 
at present,’’ was his remark,

Two Men Claim Ownership of a St. 
Bernard, and Dog Goes 
to Jail. 

Because W. H. Simpson, a white man, 
and J. R. Hall, a negro, are disputing 
over the ownership of a big St. Bernard 
dog, answering to the unpretentious name 
of ‘‘Doc,’’ the animal was yesterday ar- 
rested by Deputy Sheriff Tye and incar- 
cerated in the Tower. ‘‘Doc’’ is the most 
unique ,prisoner ever confined within the 
walls of-the Tower, and as he had vio- 
lated no law of the state, county or city 
he was not locked in a cell, but was al- 
lowed the liberty of the prison. 

He was a prisoner nevertheless and the 
jailer was careful that he should not es- 
cape. The dog is a large, fine animal and 
he lost no time in making friends with 
his jailer and those about the prison with 
whom he came in contact, 

“Doc’”’ was placed in jail as the result 
of bail trover proceedings instituted in 
the superior court by Mr. Simpson.* He 
claims that he is the rightful owner of 
the canine, while Hall is as positive that.

POLICE ARE RAPPED 
FOR NEGLIGENCE 


Habeas Corpus Proceedings Argued 
Yesterday Before Ordinary. 


NEGRO WAS THE PRISONER 


Effort To Release Him Failed, as 
Warraat Was Sworn Out. 


WARRANT FOR SERGEANT CARLISLE 


Charged with Unlawful Impn'‘son- 


ment, but Warrant Was Dis- 


missed—Ordinary Talks. 


Habeas corpus proceedings were insti- 
tuted yesterday before Judge John R. 
Wilkinson in the ordinary’s court involy- 
ing the length of time a prisoner can be 
held by the police authorities on suspicion 
without any specific charge being named. 
The habeas corpus was the outgrowth of 
the arrest of Albert Weems, a negro, 
whom the prlice claimed they were hold- 
ing for burglary, an¢ who was marked 
“suspicion’”’ 
station. 

The attorney for the negro was en- 

aeavoring to secure his release cn the 
writ of habeas corpus, but thig move faal- 
ed, owing to the fact that a warrant, 
charging burglary, Was sworn out agaist 
Weems before the case was heard by 
Judge Wilkirson. Weems has been em- 
ployed at the laundry of C. L. Parker, a 
Chinaman, on Peachtree street, far the 
past three vears, and when the negro was 
arsested Parker employed the iirm of 
Dorsey, Prewster & Howell to secure his 
release from jail. Weems was arrested 
Monday night. 
The next step in the case, after issuing 
the habeas corpus writ, was the sWearing 
out of a warrant in Justice Bloodworth’s 
court against Sergeant Carlisle, charging 
him with unlawful imprisénment. Later 
the writ of habeas corpus was called for 
a hearing before Judge Wilkinson, but in 
the meantime the burglary warrant had 
been swora out, and on this accounl the 
habeas corpus was defeated, as the judge 
could not then dismiss the prisoner. Llow- 
ever, he took a judgment against Sergeant 
Carlisle for the costs of the ordinary 
court hearing. The warrant against the 
sergeant was then dismissed before Judge 
Bloodworth, the prosecutor agreeing to 
Pay the costs in that court. In speaking 
of the casa, Judge Wilkinson said: 

“This seems to be a case of negli- 
gence on the part of the police. They 
haye no right to arrest a man and 
corfine him in the police station for 
an indefinite period, without a charge. 
In the case of this negro, Weems, they 
had sufficent time to have procured a 
warrant, without waiting until today. 

I am not opposed to the police arrest- 
ing a person on suspicion, but then, 
after a reasonable length of time, they 
should swear out a warrant.’’ 

Judge Wilkinson would have discharged 
the negro if the warrant had not been 
sworn out before the case reached his 
court. it is stated that in a similar case 
former Judge Westmoreland, of the city 
court, acted favorably upon a writ of 
habeas corpus, and the case at that time 
attracted considerable attention.

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TROOPS AT FORT ARE 
INSPECTION © 


HE dull routine of Fort McPherson 
s was broken yesterday by the visit 

of the inspector general. The visit 
of that dignitary is the event of the year 
at a military post, and everything was 
spick and span when Major J. N. K. 
Davis, First United States artillery, in- 
spector general of ‘the department easé, 
with headquarters at Governor's Island, 
New York harbor, made his appearance at 
the barracks early in the morning. 
To inspect a post means much more 
than to bestride a mettlesome charger 
and put the troops through dress parade 
evolutions. That is the fancy side of the 
picture. To the officer discharging the 
the duty the inspection of a post as 
large as McPherson is something besides 
fuses and feathers. It is downright work, 
and work of a very prosaic character. 
There are an hundred and one things 
to be seen to in a red tape way, Every- 
thing owned by the government is sup- 
posed to stand the scrunity of the inspec- 
tor general's eye. 
All this Major Davis did during the fore- 
noon yesterday, and the task gave him 
plenty of exercise. At 1 o’clock the troops 
were assembled on the parade ground for 
his inspection, with brass buttons bur- 
nished to their best of lustre, and pants 
immaculately creased. The inspection 
and review eccupied a couple of hours. 
The companies were first put through 
the close order drill, then- the extended 
order drill, and eae. 4 the advance guard 
maneuver. Most of the remainder of the 
afternoon was consumed with the batal- 
lion inspection and heavy marching or- 
ders. The soldiers wore their heavy 
blanket rolls, instead of knapsacks, and 
were further ladened with haversack and 
canteen. After they had marched, thus 
equipped, they pitched their shelter tents 


and fitted them out with the contents of 
their blanket rolls, as in field camp. 

At the conclusion of the review and in- 
spection, Major Davis spoke in highly 
complimentary terms of the condition of 
things at the fort and the soldierly ap- 
pearance and efficiency of the command. 
He paid a~neat compliment to Major 
Macksin and his fellow officers. Major 
Davis was stationed at McPherson for 
nearly a year, some vears ago, and has a 
personal! pride in the place. He said it 
had been improvec wonderfully. 

Major Davis is a military man all over, 
but, though it may seem a bit paradoxt- 
ca], he is affability personified. He chat+ 
ted pleasan*t!v of his duties, McPhergon, 
and personal experiences. 

The eastern department, of which he is 
inspector general, extends as far west as 
Vicksburg. ]fiss., and contains nearly all 
of the national cemeteries. It is part of 
his duties to regularly inspect these relics 
of the civil war. Major Davis has seen 
much military service in the west, for @ 
time ha-ing been stationed at Fort Sil, 
in the western part of Indian Territory. 
He has ridden all over the Texas Pan- 
handle, Greer county and No Man’s Land, 

Regarding the movements of the war 
department affecting Fort MePherson, 
Major Davis said he knew little.

NEARLY $10,000 REDUCTION 


Church Has Debt of $30,000, of 
Which a Mortgage for $26,- 
440.64 Is Past Due. 


A debt of $30,000 which has long faced 
the members of Big Bethel chureh, col- 
ored, has been reduced $10,000 by the Mer- 
chants’ and Mechanics’ Banking and Loan 
Company. This company holds a mort- 
gage for $26,440.64 of the entire debt and 
this mortgage is past due. When, how- 
ever, the condition of the church was 
made known, the mortgage amount was 
reduced $9,440.64. 

Rev. Charles Newton assumed the pas- 
torate of the church about six weeks ago, 
and at once began work to raise the debt 
from the church. The first step taken 
in this direction by the new pastor was 
to direct the members of the church to 
spend three days in fasting and prayer. 
After this, on January 3ist, he visited the 
creditors—Messrs. J. H. Mecaslin, T. 3. | 
Wesley, James Bell King and A. D. 
Adair—and presented-to them the ‘finan- 
Cl condition of the church. 

They were impressed with the plea of 
the pastor and agreed to partially relleve 
the situation by accepting $17,000 for their 
portion of the debt. This was done on 
the condition that the church was to pay 
one year’s interest at 6 per cent on $20,000 
of the total debt of $26,440.64, this inter- 
est amounting to $1,200, $600 of which must 
be raised in thirty days and the remain- 
der by next September. 

The work of raising the first $600 will 
begin immediately, and the members of 
the church will use their efforts to free 
the church from the entire debt. Big 
Bethel is one of the leading colored 
churches in the city and when completed 
will be the finest colored church in the 
south. When the new pastor came to 
the church an expenditure of $700 was 
made to place the edifice in condition so 
that services could be held there, 


A Millionaire Sued for a Seventy- 
Five Cent Shirt. 

New York ;-orld: D. O. Mills, the 
millionaire, is named as defendant in a 
suit involvisg a shirt valued at 75 cents. 
The complainant is Willlam M. vcondon, 
erstwhile patron of the Mills hotel, who 
sent his wasu.ng to the hotel laundry, 
but failed to find his shirt. when the 
washing was returned. 

The suit Which Condon brings against 
Mr. Mills to recover the value of the 
shirt will cost the loser at least $17. 
Condon’s laundry bill was 21 cents. Mr. 
Mills, as proprietor of the hotel, is 
asked to pay the value of the missing 
garment. 

In his complaint Condon sets forth 
that the loss of the garment occurred 
six months ago, when he was living at 
the Mills hotel.

There is Httle doubt now that Judge 
Lumpkin will be given the courtroom on 
the first floor of the annex and that 
Judge Candler wil] be given the room at 
Present occupied by Judge Lumpkin in 
the courthouse. Judge Reid will be given 
the room on the second floor of the annex 
and Judge Colhoum the room on the third 
floor. When Judge Calhoun is hearing 
criminal business he will utilize the room 
in the courthouse. 

The court terms of Judges Candler and 
Calhoun will be arranged in such a man- 
ner that their criminal business will not 
conflict. This arrangement. has been 
earnestly advocated by members of the 
bar and the bar committee. A place has 
been arranged in the basement of the an- 
nex for cells, but thay will probably be 
placed in the basement of the courthouse 
instead. 

In reference to the proposed new pave- 
ment about the courthouse the committee 
wiil likely recommend, as has been al- 
ready published, that the city bear half 
of the expense, although one of the com- 
missioners states that he is in favor of 
the pavement, even though the city should 
not assist. Commissioner Walter R. 
Brown stated yesterday afternoon that 
he intends to adoveate the placing of a 
coat of asphalt over the belgian blocks on 
both sides about the courthouse, thus 
saving the expense of removing the old 
pavement. He gays that this plan has 
proved successfyl in New York. 

Mr. Brown intends to also advocate, he 
states, the continuation of the asphalt 
paving on Pryor street to Alabama and 
at a future date on to Decatur street. 

The boar@g of county commissioners will 
meet in regular session this morning. Thé 
reports of both the reformatory and pub- 
lic building committees will be submitted 
and it may be that both will provoke dis- 
cussion.
